fact that people live out their lives 
and never have these hidden pow­ 
ers really released. 
They 
may 
have been given a wonderful charm 
which does manifest itself to some 
extent, but their full talents and 
abilities have never come to frui­ 
tion. As a very great thinker once 
said, "What a tragedy that so ma­ 
ny people live and die with aL 
their music still within them.” 


INDEED, there must be hun­ 
dreds of people in this world who 
have never gotten themselves out 
of low gear. They are still strug­ 
gling, crawling along through life, 
getting more and more bitter and 
frustrated and discouraged because 
life is so hard for them. We do 
not minimize the fact that life is 
difficult, but I want to emphasize 
that there are amazing powers 
in each of us which can enable us 
to meet and overcome both our 
own weaknesses and the circum­ 
stances of life. 
One of my favorite Scripture 
passages testifies to the existence 
of these powers. It is the twelfth 
verse of the first chapter of John: 
“But as many as received Him. 
to them He gave power to become 
the sons of God.” The meaning of 
this passage is quite simple: those 
who believe and practice spiritual 
living experience a release of hid­ 
den powers which enables them 
to have God-like attributes a n d 
new effectiveness in their own 
lives. 
It is amazing what can come out 
of human beings when they get 
to know themselves.
